2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The Amendment submitted on May 18, 2004, has been entered. Claims 12, 13, and 20 - 
34 have been cancelled. Claims 1,10, and 16 have been amended. Therefore, the pending 
claims are 1 - 1 1 and 14-19. 

4. The amendment to claims 1, 10, and 16 is sufficient to overcome the 35 USC 103 
rejection based on Brennan et al. (6,361,784), Pung et al. (WO 99/66793), and Skiba et al. 
(5,956,794) since none of the prior art references teach using an arginine cocoate mild surfactant 
in the aqueous solution on the disposable article. 

5. Claims 35 - 49 were cancelled since they were drawn to a non-elected invention. 

6. Therefore, claims 1-11 and 14 - 19 are allowable for the reasons set forth in section 12 
of the previous Office Action.
